SENATORS AND DIRECTORS CONFER. 


Alien Labor and the Eight-Hour Question 
Up for Discussion—Gage'’s Argument. 

* It is no concern of the Senate or a Senate 
committee whether there is a clause in our 
contract prohibiting the employment of alien 
labor.”’ 

The man who made this radical observation 


“was James McArthur of the’ contracting firm 


of McArthur Bros, The contract to which he 
referred was that entered into with the direct. 
ors of the World’s Fair for work at Jackson 
Park. He then went on to say: . 

‘“ The Committee on Grounds and Buildmgs 
may permit the legislative. committee, as a 
matter of courtesy, to see this contract, but 
really it is none of the Senators’ business. The 
World’s Fair, as incorporated, is a private cor- 
poration and is subject only to laws regulat- 
ing such institutions. It is no more 
amenable to the statute prohibiting 
the employment of aliens than a railway cor- 
poration. After this trouble arose at Jackson 
Park about Italians working there, we con- 
ceded the insertion in the contract of the 
clause making the Anti-Ahen law applicable 
to 1t. We did this to avoid trouble. Then, 
too, some of the work to be done is to be paid 
for out of the park fund, and there might be a 
question raised that we were doing municipal 
work, and therefore within the purview of the 
statute. . There is no question about the build- 
ings that will be put up there, however. No 
part of their cost will be defrayed by the city, 
and any class of labor can be employed.” 

“Is it true that you are having large num- 
bers of Italians go before the courts and de- 
clare their intention to become citizens so that 
you can hire them in evasion of the law?’’ 

“No, sir. Ifany make application they do 
it of their own acoord. ‘here are a great 
many courts in this city,and I understand 
that there are two naturalization bureaus, so 
that it is comparatively easy to take the pre- 
liminary steps toward becoming citizens. We 
have our men make oath that they are either 
citizens or have in good faith announced 
their intention of becoming such according to 


law.”

Little was accomplished by the Senate dele- 
gation which met with the Committee on 
Grounds and Buildings.

Washington street for a permanent Exposi- | 


tion building, to be managed by a responsible 
company which will share profits with the 
city. The yearly exhibitions, such as those 


| which have been held in the old building, 


_have been of great advantage to Chicago, and 
by devoting space to a permanent structure 
the city at large will continue te be profited, 
while the City Government will secure adirect 
share of the benefit. The remainder of the prop- 
erty will be transformed into a beautiful park, 
1,200 feet wide at the north end and 
thenes tapering gradually to Twenty- 
second street, from which poins there will 
be direct boulevard connection with the South 
Parks. Whatever filling is necessary can be 
obtained from the deep cut for the drainage 
system and can be removed by railroad, or, 
still more cheaply, can be brought round by 
scows and dumped and piled up by dredges to 
the necessary level,’ This work can be done 
by May or June, 1898, it being only a plain 
job of dumping with the subsequent swarding 
over, whereas it could not have been done by 
that time if the Fair buildings had to be erect- 
ed upon the new surface.

One of the extravagant and unnecessary rec- 
ommendations made by Mr, Hermg in his 
report on the deep-channel plan of carrying 
the diluted sewage of the city to the gulf was 
that nearly three million dollars be expended 
in the diversion of the flood-waters of the Up- 
per Desplaines into the North Branch and the 
lake. ‘This wild project, which had pothing to 
recommend it but its cost, caught the fancy 
of ex-Mayor Harrison and wag stamped so 
strongly on the mind of Mr. Cooley that he 
could not get rid of it. His -persistent ad- 
herence to this antiquated, exploded delusion

A most thorough though brief exposure of 
the folly of this Skokie business is found in 
the preliminary report of Engineers Worthen 
and Newton made to the Sanitary Trustees 
week before last. It reads thus: 


The large cross-section that the law demands 
for the western portion of the drainage channel, 
which is in rock, made it expedient to adopt the 
recommended route, which would likewise serve 
for the diversion of the Upper Desplaines. Since

That deep channel through the rock 
will carry off 600,000 cubic feet a minute, mov- 
ing with a velocity of less than three miles an 
hour, Its capacity for dischargmg the flood 
waters of the Desplaines having a much 
greater head than those of Lake Michigan 
would of course be far greater. It appears 
also that if the flood of February, 1887, when a 
little over 600,000 cubic feet per minute flowed 
past Riverside, contaminated the water supply 
at the crib for a short time only, that even a 
larger flood, happening after the limestone 


barrier which now holds back the waters of 


the Desplaines has been cut through, will have 
no effect at all on the purity of the Chicago 
water supply. All 1t would do would be to 
check for a few hours the flow of the diluted 
sewage toward the Illinois. None of that sew- 
age, however, would be forced into the lake. 
The moment the Desplaines began falling the 
flow through the Chicago River westward 
would recommence. 
Another fact brought out by the above ex- 
tract is that the Skokie cutoff would not have 
accomplished one of the chief objects Mr. 
Hering hoped to secure by it. It was his idea 
to follow the present bed of the Desplaines 
with his deep 2ut, and thus utilize whatever 
excavating had been done by the water of the 
stream in the slow course of time.

And how much additional 
expansion do they think the people could 
stand without the bringing round of an artifi- 
cial condition similar in the financial world to 
the bodily fever that comes from too much 
eating?

The silverites might find the effect of 
too much “money” precisely the same as 
that caused by offering more wheat or other 
produce on the market than buyers are will- 
ing to take important concessions. 
In that case they and the rest of the citizens 
would find themselves worse off than be- 
fore, as were the sellers of corn a year 
ago. The farmers of the Western 
States offered so much corn for sale 
as to depress prices to the lowest point known 
in a quarter of a century. Then they insisted 
on lower freight rates to enable them to ob- 
tain a living price for what they had left and 
discovered that the market went down fuily as 
much further as sufficient to cancel the effect 
of the reduction in charges for transportation. 
It was only when. they offered less for sale that 
the price began to rise, and ere many weeks 
had gone by they were getting twice as much 
for their bushel of ¢orn as was obtainable for 
it in February. They have had similar ex- 
periences with wheat, hogs, and cattle in times 
past, yet some of them are unable to see that 
the very same rule must apply to “ money” 
as to produce. Zhe more there is of it the 
less is the unit worth. | 

And the depreciation due to needless plenty 
carries with it a loss of purchasing power to 
every dollar that has been saved up from the 
proceeds of former toil by the workers in city 
and country.

Probably not more than two or three mem-

HOUSE COMPLIMENT TO SPEAKER REED. 

It has been oystomary, when the last day 
of a Congress arrived, for a member of. 
the minority party to offer a resolution com- 
plimenting the Speaker for the way in which 
he has performed his duties. It is stated, how- 
ever, that the precedents will not be tollowed 
this year; that the Democrats will not offer a 
resolution thanking Speaker Reed, and that, 
if a Republican does so, they will vote 
against it.
